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Pope's delegate tells bishops 


U.S. Church faces problems 
of fewer priests, large parishes

WASHINGTON (NC)—A  short- 
age of priests, the large size of 
Church communities and the treat- 
ment of racial and ethnic groups are 
three major problems facing the 
American Catholic Church in the 
next few years, according to 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, apostolic 
delegate in the United States. 


In an unusually frank address to 
the general meeting of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops 
here, the Pope’s representative said 
the Church would face a severe 
priest shortage ‘‘at most within 10 
years.’ Even if there is an increase 
of vocations in the next few years as 
he expects, ‘‘we must be prepared 
for a shortage of priests for a 
generation to come. 


‘*ALREADY THERE are parishes 
in which two priests are trying with 
the same pastoral approaches to do 
what four priests did a few years 
ago,’’ Archbishop Jadot said. 


‘In some regions, priests are 
dying in their 50s from overwork, 
Others are chronically tired and 
frustrated because they cannot 
what 


worship and of commitment. Many 
are suffering from a certain kind of 
loneliness. 


‘‘Church leaders,’’ he said, ‘‘will 
have to work with the laity to 
develop new patterns of parochial 
life and, perhaps, new forms of 


parochial organization so that the 


parish can become ‘a community of 
small communities.’ ”’ 


Concerning racial and_ ethnic 
differences Archbishop Jadot said: 
“I wonder if the majority of our 
priests and people realize our 
shortcomings in these areas and 
even our arrogance toward our 
brothers and sisters in the faith who 
are in some ways different from 
ourselves. I wonder if we can ever 
fully understand the legitimate 
frustrations that they feel.’’ 


THE CHURCH faces two main 
problems in dealing with minorities, 
Archbishop Jadot said. 


“First, how are we to give 
pastoral care to those who do not 
feel. at home with our white, 


Western European ways of public | 


worship and community living, to 
those who have not adapted and do 
not want to adapt to what we call our

Msgr. Mark Doran, 45, dies 


Msgr. Mark P. Doran, 45, head of Catholic 
Community Services (CCS), died Nov. 6. He 
suffered a heart attack in his mother’s 
Pacific Beach home and was pronounced 
dead at Mission Bay Hospital. 


It is the second tragedy for the Doran 
family in four months. Msgr. Doran’ father, 
Mark P. Doran Sr., died July 17. 


MSGR. DORAN’S death leaves vacant a 
major diocesan administrative post, Secre- 
tary of Charities (CCS)-executive director of 
Catholic Family Service. 


His absence will be felt keenly Nov. 21, 
the date of the annual Campaign for Human 
Development collection, the U.S. bishops’ 
anti-poverty program which he directed for 
the diocese since 1970. 


Born in Waterbury, Conn., in 1931, he 
attended St. Mary’s College, Emmitsburg, 
Md., before coming to the San Diego diocese 


in 1952 to study at Immaculate Heart. 


Seminary, El Cajon. 


HE WAS ordained for the diocese by 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy in 1956 and was 
first assigned as associate pastor at St. 
Brigid church. He served there until 1961 
when he was named associate at Holy 
Trinity, San Diego. 


In 1963, Msgr. Doran was named director 
of CCS, then known as the Catholic 


_ Diego-Imperial 


Casework Bureau, where he served until his 
death last Saturday. ; 


In 1969 Father Doran was appointed a 
diocesan consultor, and in 1970 he became 
Msgr. Doran as he was invested as a 
domestic prelate by Bishop Leo T. Maher 


HIS WORK as Secretary of Charities was 
widely recognized, and in 1972 the San 
Counties Labor Council 
awarded him the Thomas L. Pitts Award for 
his role in ‘‘establishing numerous multi- 
service human care centers’’ throughout the 
diocese. 


In 1975 Msgr. Doran coordinated the 
major diocesan effort to resettle Vietnamese 
refugees who were being held at Camp 
Pendleton Marine Base- near Oceanside. 
Most recently, he was named coordinator of 
the Marriage Encounter movement for the 


diocese. 


Msgr. Doran is survived by his mother, 
Katherine, and four brothers. 


BISHOP MAHER planned to leave the 
U.S. bishops’ meeting in Washington, D.C., 
a day early to be principal celebrant of the 
Mass of Christian Burial at St. Joseph 
Cathedral Nov. 10. , 


This was preceded by a Rosary service and 
memorial Mass at Holy Family parish, Linda 
Vista, where Msgr. Doran lived.

‘‘How are we to serve our large 
and active Spanish-speaking com- 
_munities and our flourishing Italian 
communities? How can we help the 
Irish, the French-Canadian and the 
German Americans to preserve or to 
rediscover the best of their national 
traditions? 


‘‘There are solutions open to us,”’ 
Archbishop Jadot said, ‘‘if we are 
willing to set priorities; if we are 
willing to give greater responsibili- 
ties to the laity, both men and 
women; if we make more effective 
use of permanent deacons and 
extraordinary ministers.”’ 


CONCERNING the size of Catho- 
lic communities, the Apostolic 
Delegate said: ‘‘People today, and 
especially young people, are search- 
ing for a group in which they can 
find a true communion of faith, of

the unity of the people of God within 
the one, holy, catholic and apostolic 
Church while at the same time 
preserving the diversity that is one 
of the riches of this great country?’’

Happy, loving families goal of 


newest ‘encounter’ weekend 


The newest weekend ‘‘en- 
counter’ on the San Diego 
diocesan scene is the Family 
Success weekend, a seminar 
for ‘‘happy and loving fam- 
ilies,’’ according to Dr. 
James Nugent, originator 
and director of the program. 


It is not a sensitivity 
session, nor a family cursillo, 
as it has sometimes been 
described, he said, but a 
seminar to strengthen fami- 
lies as units, and improve 
relationships. 


‘°WE AIM to draw out the 
best in each person and build 
a higher level of communica- 
tion between parent and 
child, child and parent. We 
invite them to a weekend of 
positive sharing that meets 
each person’s need for more 
love, self-respect, security 
and an increased sense of 
self-worth.”’ 


During the weekend, in 


the ranch-style setting north-- 


east of Escondido of Camp 
Pala Rey, Pala, families meet 
in their own groups and get 
to know each other better by 
listening as each one shares 
personal goals, values and 
successes. 


“Tt is not at all like a 
Marriage Encounter,’’ said 
Mrs. Kay Schweinfurter, 
who, with her husband and 
four children attended the 
Oct. 29-31 seminar. ‘“‘It was 
not hectic, but relaxed and 
informal.-It was fun. 


“WHAT WE received 
from it was a new sense of 
direction for the family. It 
gave us tools to bring a new 
spiritual atmosphere into the 
home and helped us affirm 
and support each other.’’ 


Dr. Nugent has wide 
experience as consultant to 
educational and business 
organizations on matters re- 
lated to the development of 


human potential. He has 
organized programs for 
young people and adults at 
all age levels in education, 
industry and government. 


The idea for the Family 
Success Seminar took shape 
when Nugent, whose doctor- 
ate is in education, was 
working as associate director 
of Education of Achievement 
Motivation Systems for the 
Clement and Jesse Stone 


‘Foundation in New York. 


“The Stone Foundation 
put together a team of seven 
people and gave us a grant to 
develop a process to help 


people achieve their goals in - 


life,’’ he’said. ‘‘We evolved a 
32-hour program to improve 
self-concept and change a 
person’s whole life motiva- 
tion.”’ 


THE FIRST time the 
system was adapted for use 
with families was about six 
months ago. Prayer was 
introduced as part of femily 
relationships and the “‘group 
process’ used to facilitate 
love and prayer in action. 


‘‘This is when it becomes 
powerful,’’ Nugent _ said. 
“It’s not just a matter of time 


spent together, but time 
spent improving  relation- 
ships.” 


Although the main thrust 
of the program is directed 
towards families within a 
specific community, such as 
the parish, seminars are also 
available for teachers, religi- 
ous communities, parish 
councils, youth groups and 
others, especially those try- 
ing to meet the needs of 
youth. 


“THE PROCESS works 
with all kinds of groups,”’ 
according to Nugent. ‘‘When 
people receive strength from 
each other they are prepared 
to take more risks and come

Pre-Cana, Engaged Encounter and Catho- 
lic Family Service are key elements in the 
marriage preparation policy for the diocese 
proclaimed officially last week by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher. 


The policy mandates either Pre-Cana or 
Engaged Encounter for all couples planning 
to marry in the Church. Catholic Family 
Service is involved only in specific cases and 


_at the request of the priest or deacon 


assisting at the marriage. 


BUT WITH more than 4,000 weddings in 
the diocese last year alone, will Pre-Cana 
and Engaged Encounter be able to handle 
the load now ,that the programs are 
mandatory? 


“‘Yes,’’ said Father James Ferrigan, who 
directs the Pre-Cana program and the new 
Family Life Center. He also serves as a 
parish liaison and team priest for Engaged 
Encounter which, as an outgrowth . of 
Marriage Encounter, operates independent- 
ly of the diocese. 

Father Ferrigan estimates that 85 per cent 
of the couples married in the Church 
participated in Pre-Cana before the marriage 
preparation policy was made official. 


“1 DO NOT think we will improve on that 
figure too much because circumstances for 
some couples, particularly those in outlying 
areas of the diocese, prevent them from 
attending Pre-Cana,’’ he said. 


Engaged Encounter, though, is new to the 
diocese, and Father Ferrigan believes they 
will have to expand their program offering 
more EE weekends. 


‘‘We are going to expand as fast as we 
can,’’ according to Jon Shinabarger, with his 
wife and Mr. and Mrs. Gerald Brewer, 
pioneers of EE in the diocese. 


‘WE ARE very excited about the new 
guidelines,’’ he added. ‘‘For at least the 
next year, we will have one weekend a 
month at Our Lady of Peace Academy, San 
Diego, and we would like to see the day 
when EE is offered each weekend possibly at 
two sites.’’

Couples. planning marri- 
age, couples planning fam- 
ilies and Catholics whose 
marriages have ended in 
divorce can now find pro- 
grams tailored for their 
needs at the new diocesan 
Family Life Center. 

Father James Ferrigan, 
who directs the Pre-Cana 
programs, is also director for 
the center. 


THE facility also serves as 
headquarters for Engaged 
Encounter, the natural fam- 
ily planning Responsible Par- 
enthood organization and 
programs for divorced and 
separated Catholics ‘‘who 
choose to live within their 
faith.”’ 

The center is a direct 
result of the Synod I 
mandate for increased dioce- 
san focus on family life, 


according to Father Ferri- - 


gan. 

‘‘With the new Family Life 
Commission, Catholic Family 
Service and the diocesan 
Tribunal, the center forms 
the embryonic stage of a total 
diocesan family life pro- 
gram,” he said. 


FATHER Ferrigan directs 
the Pre-Cana programs for 
engaged couples, and he 
serves as parish liaison and 
team priest for Engaged 
Encounter. 

The Responsible Parent- 
hood program, directed by 
Laura Kristal, offers teacher- 
training and instruction in 
Church-approved methods of 
natural family planning, such 
as the Billings method. 


EE has been organized so far only in San 
Diego County, according to Shinabarger. He 
noted that couples in the northern part of the 
diocese are using the EE program in the Los 
Angeles archdiocese, adding that ‘‘we will 
start programs in the north as soon as we 


” 


can. 


What is the difference between the two 
programs? According to Father Ferrigan, 
Pre-Cana is largely ‘‘informational while EE 
is largely formational.”’ 


In Pre-Cana, he explained, ‘‘we provide 
couples with information on the spiritual, 
sacramental, psychological, physical and 
practical aspects of marriage. 


“WE HOPE that, after the day-long 
Saturday ‘session or the four, two-hour 
weekday sessions, the couple will thoroughly 
discuss what they have learned,”’ he said. 

The approach in the EE weekend is 
different, he said. ‘‘Much the same 
information is given, but the structure is 
there for the couples to thoroughly 
communicate about how they feel about 
what they have learned.”’ 

Marriage preparation for the very young is 
approached differently under the new policy. 
Pre-Cana or Engaged Encounter are still 
required. 


BUT FURTHER outside counseling is 
mandatory if the assisting priest or deacon 
feels it is necessary. The requirement affects 
marriages in which one of the parties is 
under 18 or between 18 and 21. 


This is where the marriage counseling 
department of Catholic Family Service 
comes in, according to Robert Kaman, 
director. 


‘‘We already have the staff for pre-marital 
counseling throughout the diocese,’” Kaman 
explained, adding that he does not believe 
the new guidelines will significantly increase 
the CFS caseload. 


‘THE PRIEST or deacon will be able to 
handle the necessary counseling in most 
cases,’ he said, ‘‘and we will come into the 
picture only if asked. We are really just a 
resource center and expertise backstop for 
the clergy.” : 


Also served from the 
center are groups of divorced 
and separated Catholics, ac- 
cording to Father Ferrigan. 

“WE WORK with these 
groups and help form new 
groups,”’ he explained, add- 
ing that such groups aim to

1984 just around the corner 


It is a sobering thought that our new president is 
liable to take us through right to 1984 if he serves 
for two terms. George’s Orwell’s predictions for 
that year seem almost mild by comparison with 
what has actually happened to control our lives and 
what could evolve by that date. 


A priest-scientist recently gave some 3,000 
Catholic school teachers a glimpse of a future 
society stripped of traditional moral values and 
guided instead by ‘‘hardware”’ influencing the very 
course of life and death. 


Jesuit Father Robert Brungs, a theology and 
physics professor at St. Louis University, warned 
the teachers that the family could come to be 
viewed as a ‘‘disvalue’’ to society, with government 
agencies—Orwell’s ‘‘Big Brother’ —regulating 
conception and growth of offspring. The priest 
documented this and other predictions by 


describing current research designed to make new _ 


types of human beings. 


Amniocentesis use 

Amniocentetic techniques applied to the baby in 
the womb can already detect about 100 defects, he 
said, and when coupled with abortion the process 
becomes a negative way of eliminating genetic 
diseases. ; 


Another area ‘‘with social and_ religious 


implications beyond our imagination’’ is ‘‘clon- 


ing’’, the fertilization of a reproductive cell with a 
different type of cell. The result is ‘‘a completely 
asexual mode of human reproduction, the product 
of which will be almost totally predictable.’’ The 
most remote area of research, according to Father 
Brungs, involves the creation of man-animal or 
man-plant hybrids. 


He said that: these developments influence 
society’s attitude towards the family, already under 
attack because our culture fights against the 
indissolubility and the necessity of marriage. 


Father Brungs said contemporary society is at 
the stage of ‘‘glorification of alternative styles of 
living.’’ He referred to ‘‘swinging - singles,’’ 
communes, homosexual relationships and the 
emergence of the unisex concept. Completion of 
‘‘hardware’’ now being developed in laboratories to 
eliminate sexual activity will usher in the final 
stage, he said. 


He called upon educators to make ' the 
“‘understanding and defense of Catholic family 
life’’ the primary objective of Catholic education. 
This is a particular responsibility of our Catholic 
universities which, in the interests of so-called 
‘freedom’’, can so easily be subverted from the 
standards and moral principles on which they have 
been built. 


Boring non-divine Jesus 


If you had contemplated seeing the movie The 
Passover Plot, now released in the diocese, save 
your money. It is probably one of the most boring 
films ever made, in which camera techniques take 
precedence over plot. The result is a_ static, 
disconnected and utterly pointless story, told in 
gunfire bursts of words which the characters 
ejaculate like robots. Acting ability—or the exercise 
of it—is restricted to one or two small segments.

Jewish author Dr. Hugh Schonfeld, which purports 
to show that Jesus was no more than a zealot of the 
times, plotting. against the Roman colonial power. 
The ‘’Passover Plot’ is that Jesus be crucified and, 
through a drug administered to him on the sponge, 
pretend death and subsequently ‘‘come to life.’’ 
But the movie is so bad that it is not even worth 
protesting as a travesty of the truth. It will die a 
natural death soon enough, never to be 
““resurrected,’’ | hope. 


Why they bothered to film it in the Holy Land is 
beyond comprehension. There are so many close 
closeups that a studio would have sufficed. They 
use the ruins of Ceasaria for a quite unbelievable 
exchange between Pilate and Caiaphas, and the 
crucifixion apparently takes place in mid-desert, 
ignoring the historical fact that Golgotha was only 
just outside the city walls of Jerusalem 2,000 years 
ago. 


Mindszenty hassles Communists from grave 


Cardinal Josef Mindszenty, implacable foe of 
Hungarian Communism in life, plagues the 
Budapest regime in death. Catholics from Hungary 
travelling on Communist-conducted tours — of 
Austria, like to visit Mariazell, 60 miles southwest 
of Vienna. But Mindszenty was buried at Mariazell 
last year and the Hungarian authorities asked their 
tourists to promise not to visit his tomb, otherwise 
they would not get passports. - 


But memorial wreaths on the tomb kept growing 
in number when tour stops were made at Mariazell, 
even though communist guides tried to divert the 
attention of visitors from the cardinal’s grave. So 
the tours to Mariazell have been cancelled.

When he gives of his wealth to 
support a cause that is not his own, 
does he give from his abundance or 
from his poverty? What is the value of 
that spark of concern that prompts 
him to aid the welfare of others when 
no-one may be truly caring for him2 

If the widow has received great 


does she give her mite from the 
abundance of known love, or from her 
material poverty? It is very possible to 
be both rich and poor at the same 
time. This is one of Mother Teresa’s 
favorite themes. Write a check if you 
can, to help the materially poor, she 
says, but look around you, in your own 
home, in your own community, for the 
emotionally and spiritually poor, and 
give to them from your ‘own poverty. 


Emotionally and spiritually, we are 
all poor. And yet, as Christians, we 
are richly blessed. We are probably 
never really loved enough, humanly 
speaking,.and yet we are loved so 
much more than we can appreciate in 
Christ. So that when we are called 
upon to love—which is the basis of all 
true giving—our loving stems from 
both poverty and abundance. 


IT IS IN this context that Christ can 
ask us to give consistently more than 
we humanly receive, because his 
words and action in our. lives are 
constant assurance’ that we are 


utterly, totally, endlessly loved. 


bor, because Christ first loved him, he 
loves from a great wealth of love. 
When he gives in charity because he 
is the recipient of the infinite 
generosity of God, he gives from a 
storehouse of treasure. We have such 
richness, we can afford to squander it 
even on our enemies, those who thank 
us with hatred and vilification. 
Sometimes | think that the eager- 
ness with which we proclaim the 
Gospel chiding of the rich is due less 
to Christian charity than the pagan 
virtue of envy! Most of the time we 
give less than we know we can afford. 


We like to keep a safe margin between — 


ourselves and want. We like to hoard 
a little against possible future needs. 
If others give more—well, so they 
should, being so much richer than we! 


IT IS, as Jesus said, harder for us 
in our richness to enter into the 
Kingdom of God—the selfless giving 
up of all we have for his sake—than 
for even the most emaciated camel to 
work its way through the needle’s 
eye! In our faith, in our Christian 


possessions. 


And as we adjust our perspective to 
focus Jesus’ admonition upon our- 
selves rather than those we envy, it is 
good to remember that when the rich 
young man turned away, saddened, 
“Jesus loved him.’’ Perhaps, after all, 
his words were not so much a 
reprimand as an understanding of the 
difficulties of the human condition and 
an acceptance of the fact that not all 
who are called will be able to respond 
with all their being. 


THERE ARE few of us indeed, who 
are prepared to take literally Jesus’ 
command to “‘sell what you own, give 
it to the poor and follow me.’’ Nor | 
suppose, would we be too popular 
with the welfare authorities if we did! 


But perhaps we might come to a 
new appreciation of poverty—in all its 
facets—by contemplating our riches. 
Perhaps we might learn to give from 
our abundance and our lack, and give 
to others who in their abundance, may 
also suffer poverty.

What Kind of Love Is This? 


How can we Say that 


a loving God punishes?

On the highway outside the southern 
Indiana town where I grew up there was a 
sign that has always stayed with me...it said 
simply ‘‘Don’t Blame Jesus if you go to 
Hell!”’ 


What it was that made me remember that 
particular sign I can’t say, but years later it 
was to provide me with the key to unlock the 
solution to the problem of a punishing God: a 
God who would condemn anyone to eternal 
suffering. 

TWO WEEKS ago we wrote about 
Christians who recognized their own 
sinfullness and asked ‘‘How do we know that 
God forgives us?’’ They have real difficulty 
understanding how love can be so great as to 
be always ready to forgive and forgive and 
forgive. 


The other side of this coin, so to speak, is 
occupied by those among us who are unable 
to understand how a truly loving God can 
punish sinners. To them it seems that if God 
really loves us so much, the most loving 
thing He could do is to overlook all our 
transgressions. 


Perhaps a good starting place on this 
question would be the concept of free will. 
rree will is that freedom that God chose to 
give to His creature man that no other 
earthly creature received. 


ALL OF THE rest of earthly creation, 
animate and inanimate, reflects the will of 
God in its existence. No tree or plant or 
animal is free to go against the will of God. 
But we men and women are. 


In the Book of Genesis we read of how the 
inspired writers depicted the way humanity, 
created to share intimately the life of God, 
used the gift of free will to turn away from 
God and turn toward selfishness and sin. 


The gift of free will once given by God was 
irrevocable. Man had to use the same gift to 
return to God. 


IN THE Book of Deuteronomy, Moses 
eloquently implores the Israelites who are 
about to enter the promised land to ‘‘choose 
life!”” 


His statement, “‘Here, then I have today 
set before you life and prosperity, death and 
doom’’ was made to Israel but it echoes 
through human history reminding men of 
their options...life with God or death apart 
from God. : 


The justice of God could have left the 
human race severed from Him by sin but-His 
mercy caused Him to pursue His beloved if 
erring creatures seeking to reconcile them to 
Himself and restore broken humanity to its 
original wholeness. 


REVELATION IS filled with God’s love 
and faithfulness reaching out to man, and 
culminates with Jesus, the’man who is also 
God, finally responding freely and lovingly 
to the Father. 


Jesus’ love for us and the Father provides 
the means for broken man to be mended but 
it doesn’t take away man’s freedom. A gift 
can be given but it must also be accepted. 


Each of us must choose the renewed life 
that Jesus has offered to us. Not to do so is to 
choose death apart from God and all the 
punishment that such a choice implies. 


HOW CAN we say that a loving God 
punishes? He punishes by responding to 
sinful man’s choice, freely made, to live 
apart from Him forever.

The Punishment of God 


The Problem That Worried Job 
Punishment ts inherent 
in the sin itself, not 


imposed from without

Given our concern with the hereafter, our 
conviction that we are moving toward an 
eventual share in the eternal bliss of the 
risen Lord, it’s a bit surprising that the Old 
Testament attitudes toward the afterlife are 
so vague and confused. For centuries Israel 


lived according to a simple, and simplistic, 


principle: fidelity to God brings happiness; 
infidelity spells misfortune and disaster. 


While this principle seemed to work out 
fairly well on the national level, human 
experience and reflection made it painfully 
clear that, as far as individuals were 
concerned, it would not hold water. Many 
good people suffered in numerous ways, 
while many notoriously wicked people lived 
untroubled lives in the lap of luxury. 


THIS WAS the problem over which the 
author of Job agonized. He set up a situation 
in which an extraordinady upright man 


suffered many disasters and was left with’ 


nothing but a horrible skin disease. Why? In 
the end he reaches no satisfying solution to 
the problem. But how could he, when his 
horizons, too, were limited to this life? 


How did the Israelites envision afterlife? 
For them it was a sort of non-life. All, good 
and bad alike, went, after death, to a place 

- called Sheol, the ‘‘Pit,’’ a dark, mysterious 
region beneath the subterranean waters. 


It was the end of the road for everyone,.an 
uncharted, terrifying place. The unknown, 
the terrifying excites the imagination, and so 
Sheol and existence therein are pictured 
with vivid and variegated imagery. 


IN ISAIAH 14:9-11, for example, Sheol is 
aroused to greet the deceased tyrant, 
Sargon. The shades of earlier kings, who sit 
motionless on their thrones, acclaim his 
coming because he is now as powerless as 
they; maggots are his bed, and worms his 
covering. Such examples could be multiplied 
over and over. 


The important thing is to recognize that it 
is imagery, an attempt to picture the 
unknown and frightening. It is equally 
important to recall that references to God’s 
“‘anger’’ and His ‘‘punishing,’’ frequent in 
both Testaments, also involve imagery. 

We can speak of God only in human terms 
and we tend to interpret our. existential 
relationship to Him by attributing human 
emotions to Him. If we treated a fellow 
human the way we often treat God, he would 
get angry and strike back, and so we speak 
of God as ‘‘being angry’’ and ‘‘punishing.”’ 

BUT GOD does not feel human emotions. 
If He did, in the face of billions of sinful 
human lives, He would be almost infinitely 


angry, infinitely vindictive. In a passage 
from Hosea, where God is pictured as torn 
by conflicting emotions—to punish or not to 
punish—there occurs a line which is 
profoundly significant: 


“I will not give vent to my blazing anger, I 
will not destroy Ephraim again; For I am 
God and not man, the Holy One present 
among you...’’ (Hosea 11:9) 


“For I am God and not man’’—how 
simply stated, yet how richly meaningful! 
Does this mean that sin goes unpunished? 
By no means. But the punishment is not 
something imposed from outside; it is 
inherent in the sin itself. 


THE TRUTH is that we punish ourselves. 
To a greater or lesser degree we alienate. 
ourselves from God; we have it in our awful 
power even to alienate ourselves from Him 
completely, irrevocably. This is hell. 


In any event, as the Old Testament period 
drew to a close, the concept of eternal 
retribution emerged with some clarity, in 
extra-biblical writings especially, but also in 
the Bible. There is a glimmer of it in 
Deuteronomy 12:2-3, and a brilliant state- 
ment of it (under the influence of Greek 
notions of soul-body) in Wisdom 3:1-12, 
which you should read. 


THE NEW Testament teaching on 
afterlife, beginning with Jesus, is clear, but 
only in the essentials: the just will enjoy 
eternal happiness, the wicked will suffer 
eternal loss. Especially in Paul’s letters, we 
find the positive assurance of Christian 
resurrection modeled on Jesus’ resurrection. 
See especially 1 Corinthians 15. 


But when it comes to details, both Jesus 


and the apostolic writers fall back upon the 


imagery already current in the Old 
Testament and in popular non-biblical 
works: the messianic banquet, the bosom of 
Abraham, Gehenna, unquenchable fire, 
weeping and gnashing of teeth, etc. 


And it is nonetheless imagery simply 
because it appears in the New Testament. 
The essential doctrine, however, far 
transcends that of the Old Testament, and 
the reason is the resurrection of Jesus. 


ACCORDINGLY, PAUL can make the 
triumphant statement: ‘‘When the corrupt- 
ible frame takes on incorruptibility and the 
mortal immortality, then will the saying of 
Scripture be fulfilled: 


‘Death is swallowed up in victory.’ ‘O 
death, where is your victory? O death, where 
is your sting?’ The sting of death is sin...But 
thanks be to God, who has given us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ’’ (1 
Corinthians 15:54-57).

Acceptance of his will 
is the core of our faith

Our technological age has brought with it 
power to alleviate much suffering: vaccines 
against some deadly diseases, expertise and 
modern tools for farming, medical advances 
that would boggle the minds of people who 
lived a hundred years ago. 


Yet we have not mastered natural 
disasters: earthquakes, floods, tidal waves, 
hurricanes, tornadoes, volcanic eruptions. 
And we recoil when they strike for they bring 
with them dreadful suffering. 


BUT OUR earth abounds with beauty 
too—beauty that delights us: warm sun- 
shine, cool water, soft breezes. People who 
devote their lives to making the world a 
better place. 


And then there is evil: 
hatred. 


Yes, earth is filled with pleasure and pain, 
goodness and evil. 


AND WHAT about God? Our faith tells us 
that He is all good, all loving, all powerful. 
But if He is the personification of love, how 
can we assert boldly that He punishes His 
creatures? How can He allow illness, natural 
disaster, hunger, all kinds of injustices, to 
envelope us? 


In the Old Testament, the classic story of 
Job, a just man, tells us a great deal. 
Tormented and plagued with every disaster 
under the sun, he engaged in a long tirade 
with philosophical friends, trying desperate- 
ly to explain his sufferings. In spite of his 
afflictions, he accepted everything as 
coming from the Lord and relied upon His 
goodness. At last, God rewarded him. 


Finally, when Jesus, the Son of God, came 
tolive among us, even as brief a look at how 
He responded. to sin, suffering and evil 
perfects our guide for how we _ should 
conduct our lives. 


THE STORY of Labards tells of Jesus 
weeping upon finding Lazarus dead. Mary 
and Martha, Lazarus’ sisters, reacted much 
the same way we do when we are confronted 
with tragedy. They insisted that if Jesus had 
been there, their brother would not have 
died. 


In this instance, Jesus demonstrated His 
divine power by bringing Lazarus back to 
life. But before the miracle, he impressed 
upon His friends that all of us must suffer. 
Lazarus’ death, of course, was not a 
punishment from God, but a simple, sad fact 
of existence in our imperfect world. 


In the Garden of Olives, Judas and his 


cohorts came to apprehend Jesus. Peter and 
the fiery apostles wanted to take swift, 


wars, crime, 


ourselves: 


violent action, but Jesus was a paragon of 
permissiveness and restraint: 


‘DO YOU NOT suppose | can call on my 
Father to provide at a moment’s notice more 
than twelve legions of angels? But then how 
would the Scriptures be fulfilled which say it 
must happen this way?’’ Mee 
26:53-54), 


Earlier, He had prayed qui His apostles 
slept. Having accepted a human nature, He 
suffered as we suffer. And He said, ‘“‘My 
Father, if it is possible, let this cup pass me 
by. Still, let it be as you would have it, not as 
I’ (Matthew 26:39). 


When we remember that Jesus was not 
only God but human as well—an absolutely 
guiltless, perfect being—who accepted pain 
and suffering, our own lives become 
bearable. Because of the human part of His 
nature, He found it necessary to pray for 
strength to allow God’s will to be done. His 
father’s will, even for Him, was difficult to 
accept. 


THIS IS the very core of our faith: 
acceptance of God’s will. But this is often far 
from easy. So we often pray, ‘‘Our Father, 
who art in heaven...’ 
enables us to accept His will and leads us to 
salvation. 


Sin, suffering and punishment all have 
their origin in man’s incomplete nature. 
Although God made us like Himself and 
gave us the awesome gift of free will, the 
ultimate in human dignity, we are still prone 
to sin and negligence. 


Free will permits us to make our own 
choice. We are free even to deny God. But if 
we did not have this freedom, there would be 
no merit to any of our actions. We would 
deserve neither reward nor punishment. 


IF WE CAN admit that mankind is the 
source of many of its woes, then perhaps, 
too, the created world which is battered, frail 
and vulnerable can be perceived as we are 
incomplete, in the process of 
growing and thus subject to inherent 
weaknesses, cracks and flaws in structure. 


While we know God has the whole world 
in His hands, we still do not undestand fully 
what this means. We do accept God as the 
first cause, the Prime Mover, but does this 
mean God sends every little mosquito bite 
that comes into our lives? Or rather does He 
simply let nature glory in its own existence 
and handle its own affairs innate pro- 
grammed, but unfathomable, pattern? 


The best we can do is bow our heads 
humbly, and like Job, reach out and let Him 
fold us in His arms. 


God is there—waiting.

Praise is for the Lord

We have been pur- 


suing a_ series of 
articles which illus- 
trate a _ particular 


method of medita- 
tion. The purpose of 
this method is to 
clear the mind of 
distractions so that 
we might be fully 
present to the Lord in prayer. This pre- 
sent article is concerned with the fourth 
and last point of this particular method. 


Recently, praising God has become 
associated in the mind of some with the 
cultural baggage of the charismatic 
renewal. But there are extensive 
Biblical precedents and more than 3,000 
years of liturgical experience which 
admonishes us that the praise of God is 
at the center of a balanced prayer life. 


YET, WE do not praise the Lord in a 
vacuum. Even when Mary poured the 
expensive nard on the head of Jesus she 
was responding to a particular need— 
she was preparing Jesus for his burial. 
(John 12:1+). 

The liturgy of the Mass says that it is 
right and just to give the roe our God 
thanks and praise: 


Sing Yahweh a new song! 

Sing to Yahweh, all the earth! 

Sing to Yahweh, bless his name, 

Proclaim his salvation day after day, 

Tell of his glory among all the 
nations, 

Tell his marvels to every people. 

Yahweh is great, loud must be his 
praise (Psalm 96:1+-) 

The Psalms are filled with praise of 
God as creator and as the deliverer of 
Israel. But in the Book of Revelations 
we get a fuller picture when we see the

‘Write this: that what I am saying is 
sure and will come true.’ And then he 
said, ‘It is already done. I am...the 
Beginning and the End’ ”’ (Revelation 
2A S tale

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Electricity costs more 
when everyone uses it at once. 


This time of year, more people 
use more electricity between 
4 p.m. and 9 p.m. than during 
any other time of day. A lot 
more. SDG&E calls it the 
“peak demand” period and 
it’s important because it can 
affect your electric bill. 

The peak peaks because 
everyone in the family seems 
to find more ways to use 
electricity around dinnertime. 
The peak costs money because 
SDG&E must be prepared to 
meet everyone’s needs at 


once. Usually, this means 
using less efficient generating 
facilities. 

SDG&E wants you to know 
about some of the things we 
will be doing to level off peak 
demand. Because these efforts 
can help to hold down your 
future electric bills. 

Right now, SDG&E is 
working with very large 
commercial and industrial 
electricity users, trying to 


help them shift some of their 


uses to less busy times of the 


day or night. Since business, 
industry and government 
account for about two-thirds 
of SDG&E’s total electric 
demand, this could be a big 
help. 

However, most of the 
demand between 4 p.m. and 
9 p.m. comes from residential 
users. Like you. For this 
reason, SDG&E will soon 
begin asking you to help level 
electricity peaks too. 

You can help by doing 
things that require electricity 


at times other than around 
dinnertime. Things like 
washing and drying clothes, 
running the dishwasher, 
baking and ironing. And be 
especially sensitive to 
unnecessary lights and 
unwatched TV sets. 

Holding down peak demand 
can do a lot to hold down 
electricity costs. SDG&E will 
be telling you more about 
how to do it in the months 
ahead.
